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Mugabe sacks Zimbabwe ministers 

SALISBURY (R) — Prime Minister Robert Mugabe Wednesday 
announced he had sacked veteran nationalist Joshua Nkomo and 
two of his ZAPU Party ministers from the cabinet, effectively 
ending the coalition of national unity which had ruled Zimbabwe 
since independence almost two years ago. Mr. Mugabe told a 
news conference that Mr. Nkomo. a minister without portfolio, 
had stockpiled weapons at strategic locations around the country 
in preparation for a coup. The other dismissed ministers were 
Transport Minister Josiah Chinamano, the deputy leader of 
ZAPU. and Natural Resources Minister Joseph Msika. Deputy’ 
Mines Minister Jim Mtuta was also fired. Earlier story on page & 
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Iran says Iraqi 
jets bombed city . 

LONDON (R) — Iraqi aircraft 
bombed the western Iranian city 
of Eslamabad Wednesday, killing 
20 people and wounding 30, Teh- 
ran Radio said. The radio, mon- 
itored by Reuters, quoted its rep- 
orter in the the western province 
of Kennahshahan as saying that 
the city’s axeas were blasted by 
French-made Mirage fighters. It 
was the most serious Iraqi air att- 
ack ou an Iranian city in recent 
months. Kermanshafaan province 
has been a focal point of Iraqi air 
and ground strikes since the Gulf 
_ war started 17 months age.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israel's Labour Party Wed- 
nesday accused Deputy Prime 
Minister Simcha Ehrlich of having 
deliberately leaked alleged plans 
for an attack into South Lebanon 
to prevent the operation from tak- 
ing place. Labour parliamentary 
manager Moshe Sbahal told a stu- 
nned Knesset (parliament) that 
Mr. Ehrlich informed journalists 
of the project and “.~then bragged 
that by leaking the plan he had 
prevented h foam being carried 
out." Mr. Ehrlich flatly denied the 
accusation and called it "a base 
.slander.” But Ronnie Milo, par- 
- Hamentaiy manager of the Herut 
faction of the ruling Likud coa- 
lition, called for an inquiry and 
.said that if the charge were correct 
Mr. Ehrlich must resign imm- 
ediately.

“The debate on one 
crisis should not in our -opmion 
bring the Madrid meeting into a 
stalemate and put in doubt the 
future of the European security 
conference process itself.” chief 
Yugoslav delegate Ignac Golob 
told the 35 -nation conference. 
The Yugoslav approach appeared 
to be the first from the neutral and 
non-aligned conference members 
to try to save the 17-month-old 
stalemated meeting since it rec- 
onvened after a six-week Chr- 
istmas recess on Feb. 9.

Arab World attacks 
Reagan declaration

AMMAN — Jordanian and Pal- 
estinian officials and uewspapezs 
around the Arab World reacted 
sharply Wednesday to a dec- 
laration by the United States that 
it was determined to maintain Isr- 
ael's military superiority in the 
Middle East- 

President Reagan made the sta- 
tement Tuesday after an uproar in 
Israel over indications from Def- 
ence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger that the United States 
might consider the sale of adv- 
anced missiles and aircraft to Jor- 
dan. 

Jordanian newspapers quoted 
Foreign Minister Marwan A1 
Qasem as saying: “When similar 
deads in the past were blocked by 
the American Congress and the 
Israeli lobby, Jordan contracted to 
buy weapons from others.” 

In Beirut, a spokesman for the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) said: “In spite of (Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem) 
Begin's insistence on military sup- 


eriority, the Palestinian people 
will continue its just struggle and 
resist occupation." 

In Saudi Arabia, the newspaper 
AJ Yom said it regretted Pre- 
sident’s Reagan’s declaration and 
commented: “The Zionist entity 
makes Washington’s decisions, or 
at least puts them in their final 
form." 

In the United Arab Emirates, 
the semi-official daily A1 Ittihad 
said it was surprising President 
Reagan should respond so swiftly 
to Israel’s request for assurances 
“while we Arabs make hundreds 
of appeals to Reagan only to find 
deaf ears and closed doors." 

In Syria, newspapers reported 
Mr. Reagan's statement on their 
front pages but made no editorial 
comment. 

The Lebanese paper A1 Bayraq 
said: “U.S. experts know better 
than anyone than Jordan getting 
F-16 planes would not affect the 
military balance in favour of the 
Eastern (Arab) Front against Isr- 
ael, but just make Jordan more 
able to defend its skies." 


Arms to Jordan focus 
of Reagan- Arens talks 


TEL AVTV (A.P.) — Israel's new 
ambassador to the United Stales. 
Moshe Areas, told Israel army 
radio Wednesday that he dis- 
cussed Israel's concern over a pos- 
sible U.S. sale to Jordan during his 
first meeting with President Ron- 
ald Reagan. 

Mr. Arens, who presented his 
credentials to the president on 
Tuesday, told the radio, “the focus 
of our talks was not formalities,” 
but dealt with issues of immediate 
concern to IsraeL 

Mr. Arens said that his first 
conversation with Mr. Reagan 
“was all in all a good meeting.” 

A letter from President Reagan 
to Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin assuring Israel that the U.S. 
remains committed to maintaining 
Israel's military edge over the 
Arabs was greeted with caution 
here. 

Israel army radio quoted sou- 
rces close to the premier as saying 
it was still too early to estimate 
what the Reagan administration 
was likely to do over the proposed 
sale, first mentioned by U.S. Sec- 
retary of Defence Caspar Wei- 
nberger during a recent visit to 
Jordan. 

The radio quoted government 


sources as estimating that the Uni- 
ted States would keep a low pro- 
file over the possible sale of F-16 
fighter planes and mobile Hawk 
anti-aircraft missiles until after 
Israel completes its withdrawal 
from the Sinai April 25. 

The conservative Ma’ariv daily 
said in an editorial that although 
Mr. Reagan had tried to ease ten- 
sion with Israel over the sale by 
writing to Mr. Begin, “as long as 
the United States plans to capture 
the hearts of the Jordanians at the 
expense of Israel, there is no room 
for relaxation." 

Ma’ariv said that Mr. Reagan's 
attempt to defuse Israeli concern 
oyer tire potential sale was a fam- 
iliar technique. 

“Every change in the position of 
the United States that has raised 
deep concern in Israel has been 
accompanied by soft tones. And it 
always turned out afterwards that 
once Israel calmed down. Was- 
hington did what it had planned on 
from the beginning, “ the daily edi- 
torialised. 

On Monday, the Israeli par- 
liament passed by 88-3 a res- 
olution expressing its “deep con- 
cern” over the potential U.S. sale.

Birzeit closure 
sparks West 
Bank protests 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Arabs on the occ- 
upied West Bank demonstrated 
Wednesday against the two- 
month closure of a Palestinian 
university. 

Birzeit University near Ram- 
allah was closed Tuesday by the 
Israeli military government which 
said university- officials and stu- 
dents violated a previous und- 
ertaking to desist from anti-Israeli 
disturbances. 

The decision to close the uni- 
versity for the second time in two 
mouths was taken after students 
blocked roads and stoned Israeli 
cars. 

In Wednesday's protests, you- 
ths in Ramallah. Al Bireh. Nablus 
and the KaJandia refugee camp 
demonstrated on main roads and 
stoned passing Israeli vehicles. In 
K aland ia an Israeli military veh- 
icle had all its windows smashed. 

Israeli security forces rushed to 
trouble spots and used tear gas to 
disperse the demonstrators. 

In Ramallah and AJ Bireh. 
shops remained closed after mas- 
ked men threatened the owners 
with reprisals if they were opened. 
Arab sources said. 

Meanwhile a general strike by 
Arab Druze residents on the 
recently-annexed Golan Heights 
entered its fourth day. 

The strike was called in protest 
at the detention of four com- 
munity leaders on charges of inc- 
itement against Israel. 

Shops and schools stayed closed 
and only a few dozen workers 


commuted to their jobs. The rem- 
ainder of the 13.000-strong pop- 
ulation stayed home. 

Druze religious leaders have 
called on their people to strike 
until the four leaders are released 
and Israel rescinds its annexation 
of the heights last December. The 
area was first taken from Syria in 

the 1967 war. 

Israeli Druze soldiers re- 
opened two schools on the heights 
and were prepared to teach but no 
pupils turned up. 

The four Druze leaders were 
detained without trial last Friday- 
under emergency defence reg- 
ulations after calling on the local 
population to boycott Israeli ser- 
vices over the annexation move. 

Two Israeli soldiers in the mil- 
itary vehicle attacked in Kalandia 
refugee camp were wounded by 
flying glass and taken to hospital, 
military sources said. 

At midday Israeli troops sur- 
rounded a teacher training college 
in Ramallah where the women 
students demonstrated in the yard 
and shouted anti-Israeli slogans. 

In Battir village, near Bet- 
hlehem. children missed school to 
plant saplings on land the Israeli 
authorities confiscated earlier this 
week. 

Students at AI Masri high sch- 
ool in Nablus burnt the principal's 
office on Tuesday night because 
they suspected him of cooperating 
with the ‘new Israeli civil adm- 
inistration in the occupied West 
Bank, the military sources said.

Mubarak ends Oman visit 

CAIRO (A.P.) — President Hosni Mubarak returned to Egypt on 
Wednesday after a visit to the Sultanate of Oman in what is seen as a 
step towards re-establishing links with other Arab countries. 

Mr. Mubarak’s 24-hour visit to Oman, where be held talks with 
Sultan Qaboos Ibn Stf id. was his first to an Arab country since he 
took over from the late Anwar Sadat last October. 

Mr. Mubarak made no comment to reporters on his return, but 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ah acknowledged that Oman was 
expected to “play a role’' as a go-between. 

“As you know, Oman supports the Camp David process, is a 
‘member of the Arab League and has relations with other Arab 
countries,” Mr. Ali said. 

“It can be a bridge, that is not excluded," Mr. Ah* said. 

Oman, Somalia and Sudan were the only Arab countries to mai- 
ntain relations with Egypt after Mr. Sadat made separate peace with 
IsraeL 

Mr. Ali read a joint conn ique saying that Mr. Mubarak and 

Sultan Qaboos discussed efforts by Egypt to continue the peace 
process. The statement also said the talks concerned bilateral rel- 
ations and the situation of the Gulf countries. 


DAMASCUS (A.P.) — Small- 
scale fighting was reported in the 
city of Hama Wednesday as Syrian 
troops maintained a siege of the 
Muslim Brotherhood stronghold 
for the 16th consecutive day. acc- 
ording to informed sources here. 

The Syrian sources, who dec- 
lined to be identified, said Syrian 
forces around Hama. 175 kil- 
ometres north of Damascus, were 
largely successful in their cra- 
ckdown on the outlawed Muslim 
Brotherhood after 15 days of fie- 
rce shelling and street fighting. 

The sources said the Syrian tro- 
ops were now in the process of 
purging rebel fundamentalists, 
opposed to the ruling Baathist reg- 
ime of President Hafez AI Assad 
from remaining hideouts in one 


sector of the city and that the vio- 
lence which marked the earlier 
days of the government cra- 
ckdown had receded and was now 
reduced to sporadic gunfire and 
limited hand-to-hand combat. 

In London, former Algerian 
President Ahmad Ben Bella, cha- 
irman of the International Islamic 
Commission on Human Rights 
who helped form the watch-dog 
group after being released from 16 
years in prison last year, appealed 
in a letter to the Syrian president 
for a halt to all repressive mea- 
sures in Syria. 

The Qatar newspaper Al Arab 
quoted Lebanese sources as say- 
ing the Syrian informed Lebanese 
leaders that the Assad gov- 
ernment had no plans to withdraw 


, its peacekeeping forces from Leb- 
anon because of unrest in Hama. 
Reports broadcast by anti-Syrian 
Falangist radios claimed some Syr- 
ian units had been withdrawn and 
sent to Hama because of the fig- 
hting. 

Some 22.000 Syrian soldiers 
have been in Lebanon since Nov- 
ember 1976 and have a mandate 
from the Arab League to police a 
civil war armistice between rig- 
htists and leftists in Lebanon. 

Diplomatic sources said the int- 
ensity of the fighting and shelling 
in Hama had reduced certain bui- 
ldings in the city of 250.000 to 
rubble. Travellers spoke of a sho- 
rtage of water, electricity, food 
and medication as Syrian troops 


ringed the city allowing no one to 
leave or enter except in cases of 
emergency. 

Travellers from Hama reaching 
the capital said families and nei- 
ghbours huddled in basement apa- 
rtments for several days as the int- 
ensity of shelling curtailed all 
movement inside the city. They 
said Muslim Brotherhood fun- 
damentalists had taken up pos- 
itions in underground tunnels for- 
cing government troops to resort 
to intensive shelling of suspected 
Muslim Brotherhood hideouts. 


Kuwait, Qatar 
conclude talks 


DOHA (R) — The emir of Qatar, 
Sheikh Khalifa Ibn Hamad Al 
Thani. returned home Wednesday 
from a three-day visit to Kuwait 
during which the two Gulf states 
called for a joint Arab strategy to 
confront Israel. A joint com- 
munique said the emir had agreed 
with Kuwait's Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah “on the urgent 
need for a serious and swift action 
to consolidate Arab solidarity.'* 


Irish poll in the balance 


DUBLIN (R) — A television 
debate between Prime Minister 
Garret FitzGerald and opposition 
leader Charles Haughey left Thu- 
rsday's Irish general election very 
much in the balance Wednesday. 

The republic's second general 
election in eight months takes 
place in an atmosphere of eco- 
nomic gjoom and widespread dis- 
enchantment with the major pol- 
itical parties. 

One opinion poll conducted 
after Tuesday night’s debate sho- 
wed honours fairly even as the two 
leading political figures sought last 
minute votes to tip (he result of 


what has from the outset shaped 
up as a close contest. 

The poll by the Irish Ind- 
ependent newspaper favoured 
Mr. Haughey as the better debarer 
but indicated that Dr. FitzGerald 
had come across as more credible 
and stronger in leadership qua- 
lities. 

It was hard to gauge what effect 
the television showdown might 
have on the election because press 
reports suggested that nearly half 
the two million eligible voters had 
ignored it. 

Dr. FitzGerald’s government 
fell last month trying to impose 


tough budget measures which he 
deemed necessary to save the nat- 
' ion from going bankrupt. 

The coalition between his Fine 
Gael party and the smaller Labour 
Party was defeated in parliament 
by just one vote. 

Mr. Haughey's budget pro- 
posals shift some of the tax burden 
from individuals 10 companies. 

Mr. Haughey. who succeeded 
Jack Lynch as prime minister in 
1979 and was ousted at the last 
election, lags so far behind Dr. 
FitzGerald in personal popularity 
that he has dropped off the cam- 
paign trial in the past week.

Defence officials said this new 
agenda was forced upon the Rea- 
gan administration by a series of.

thern Yemen and Ethiopia; the 
threat of the disintegration of the 
Somalia government; the ass- 
assination of President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt by radicals within 
his own army, and the abortive 
coup attempt against the pro- 
Western government of Bahrain 
by Muslim extremists. 

“All of this made a direct Soviet 
! attack look like the least likely

In the Omani capital of Muscat, 
Defence officials said, Sultan 
Qaboos Ibn Sa’id discussed the 
threats posed to nations in the reg- 
ions. One such threat to Oman its- 
elf, the Sultan reportedly told Mr. 
Weinberger, was South Yemen. 

The Sultan reportedly said he 
would like to have more modem 
weapons, but did not submit a spe- 
cific shopping list and instead foc- 
used on threats from radicals in his 
Gulf area. 

In talking about the threat from 
extremist groups. King Hussein 
and his aides were said to have 
focused on Iran and to have said it 
would be in the U.S. interest to 
jopen up a dialogue with Iraq. Alt- 
hough Mr. Weinberger said pub-, 
licly that the administration would 
not take sides in the Ixanian-lraqi 
!war, he did not rule out dis- 
cussions with Baghdad. 

Baghdad talks 

A U.S. official travelling with 
Mr. Weinberger broadly hinted 
that the Jordanians had emp- 


hasised that Baghdad would wel- 
come some kind of overture from 
Washington that would enable the 
two governments to open dis- 
cussions, perhaps privately with 
no public announcement either 
before or after. 

Mr. Weinberger seemed unb- 
otbered by the angry reaction of. 
.Israel to reports that the United 
States might be willing to sell Jor- 
dan anti-aircraft missiles and F-16 
fighters. 

“We need as many friends in the 
Middle East as we can get, not j ust 
Israel" he has said. 

There was no suggestion during 
Mr. Weinberger’ stour that he was 
gping further than President Rea- 
gan desired in talking frankly and 
ppenly with Arab leaders. 

It appeared that he succeeded in 
ipening an intensive dialogue 

ith Arab leaders as the adm- 
inistration sought to carry out hs 
decision to redirect military eff- 
orts to conform to a new sense of 
priorities about the threats to Gulf 
oil. 


Israel levies heavy taxes 
on Jerusalem merchants 


AMIRAN (Petra) — The Israeli 
customs authorities are launching 
a large-scale campaign in occ- 
upied Jerusalem to force Arab 
merchants and shopkeepers to pay 
excessive taxes on their incomes, 
according to the Jerusalem-based 
Arabic daily Al Quds. 

The paper said the heavy taxes 
imposed on Arab merchants and 
shopkeepers are sure to affect the 
consumers. These taxes are tra- 
nsforming these merchants into 
slaves barely benefiting from their 
toil because they have to pay the 
bulk of their profits to the tax col- 
lectors, the paper said. 


According to the paper, the bus- 
iness in Jerusalem is now suffering 
from stagnation, inflation and 
high prices, in addition to ins- 
ecurity and instability. The paper 
attributed the stagnation and high 
cost of living to the Israeli policy of 
linking Israel's economy with that 
of the occupied Arab territories. 

Rises in the price of fuel and 
basic commodities are making life 
miserable and unbearable for 
large sectors of the Arab pop- 
ulation, while the Israelis the- 
mselves remain unaffected, since 
their government subsidises these 
rises for them, the paper added. 


Corsicans bomb Paris 


PARIS (A.P.) — Corsican nat- 
ionalists early Wednesday claimed 
they planted 1 9 bombs which exp- 
loded during the night in Paris and 
Versailles, causing minor damage 
but no injuries, and three other 
which failed to explode. 

The claim was made to the 
French news agency in the name 
of the Corsican National Lib- 
eration Front (FLNC), a tiny cla- 
ndestine organisation which is 
more radical than existing, legal 
autonomy movements. 

The FLNC demands the end of 
“colonisation" of the island by 
mainland French. 

In attacks it claimed last Sunday 
night in Corsica, one French for- 
eign legion soldier was murdered 
and two other soldiers wounded, 
while 23 bombs were set off. 

The organisation had declared a 
“truce" after the election of Soc- 
ialist President Francois Mit- 
terrand last May, awaiting soc- 
ialist policy developments towards 
the island. 

It called the new round of att- 
acks did not break the truce but 
were a“ warning” h was not happy 
with the policy as presented so far. 
The government is pushing thr- 


ough a measure of regional self- 
government for Corsica which 
falls far short of the FLNC dem- 
ands. 

The FLNC has set several hun- 
dred bombs in Corsica and mai- 
nland France since it was created 
in 1976. on occasions laving as 
many as 80 in Corsica and 20 in 
Paris in one night. 

_ Police said the bombs set on the 
- night of Tuesday to Wednesday in 
the Paris region were of low power 
and had apparently been timed 
carefully to avoid causing 
injuries-a signature of the FLNC. 

All its past bombings have been 
set is this way and only one case of 
a minor injury to a passer-by has 
been recorded. 

The killing of the legionnaire in 
Corsica represented a major new 
escalation of violence by the group, 
and was disavowed by one branch 
of the movement in a com- 
munique issued on the island 
Wednesday. 

The targets for the latest round 
of bombs included outside nine 
bank branches, telephone exc- 
hanges, a military building, post 
office and a shop. Damage was 
confined to broken windows.

AMMAN — Visiting British Min- 
ister for Trade Peter Rees met on 
Wednesday with His Royai High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan. The 
British ministers press secretary, 
Mr. David Woods, told the Jordan 


Times that the minister had rec- 
eived from the Crown Prince a 
detailed briefing on Jordan's eco- 
nomic development. 

Mr. Rees also met with Minister 
of Supply and Acting Minister of 
Industry and Trade Ibrahim Ayy- 
oub. for discussions on 
Jordan ian-B rit ish economic coo- 
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peration and trade relations, and 
ways to develop them. 

He also met Minister of Tra- 
nsport Ali Suheimat and National 
Planning Council (NPC) Pre- 
sident Hanna Odeh. who gave him 
a detailed account of Jordanian 
industry and its activities within 
the context of Jordan's current 
five-year development plan. 

Dr. Odeh pointed out industrial 
sectors in which British industries 
could participate. Mr. Woodssaid. 
These included power generation, 
road transport, agricultural dev- 
elopment. process plant dev- 
elopment. health care and the tra- 
ining of Jordanian manpower. Mr. 
Woods said that the training of 
Jordanian staff to run sop- 
histicated equipment and manage 
plants was a very important aspect 
of Jordanian- Brit ish economic 
cooperation. 

Mr. Rees's talks with Jordanian 
officials had been very "con- 
struct ive.” Mr. Woods added. On 
returning to Britain, the minister 
and his delegation of British bus- 
inessmen will spread among nat- 
ional and private British industries 
the information they have gained 
during their visit to Jordan, with a 
view to promoting those ind- 
ustries' participation in Jordanian 
economic development. 

Mr. Rees will leave for Baghdad 
on Friday, and will return on 
Monday. Feb. 21. for talks with 
Minister of Industry and Trade 
Walid Asfour. He will also meet 
with the chief executives of the 
Jordan Phosphate Mines Com- 
pany. the Arab Potash Company 
and the Jordan Electricity Aut- 
hority. 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hussein and 
Her Majesty Queen Noor paid a visit to the Prime 
Ministry Wednesday and met with Prime Minister 
Mudar Bad ran. The meeting was attended by His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan and Chief of 
the Royal Court Ahmad AJ Lawn.

Alia s board of directors, at a meeting on Feb. 5. discussed inv- 
itations by the two countries to provide the services. Alia expects 
soon to enter into a management contract with Sierra Leone Air- 
ways. which will entail the secondment of Alia staff. 

Meanwhile. Alia announced rhat a new issue of Alia bonds, worth 
J D 6 million, will be floated during March 1 982. The proceeds will be 
used to prepay the outstanding balances of earlier Eurodollar loans, 
in an effort to reduce the cost of interest and risks involved in foreign 
exchange dealings. 

Three financial institutions have already underwritten the amount, 
which will be offered to the public between march 1 and 31.

New relationship between developed and developing countries 


Jordan ‘ably’ absorbs EEC aid, 
uses it ‘wisely’ in development

A WIDE RANGING co- 
operation' agreement between 
Jordan and the Commission of the 
European Economic Community 
(EEC), bas been m operation 
since 1977. Although the overall 
agreement is without time limit, j 
certain aspects are renewed every 
five years. The general expression 
of co-operation and general trade : 
concessions which the community 
grants to Jordan for Jordanian 
exports, continue from year to 
year, but the section dealing with 
technical assistance and financial' 
aid, is renewed in a five-year cycle. I 

In the period 1977-1 981 an aid 
package totalling 40 million ECU 
(about $50 million) has been imp- 
lemented. The commission uses a 
currency unit called an European > 
Currency Unit (ECU), the value 
of which is dependent on the wei- 
ghted value of the currencies of 
EEC member states at any time. 
The initial aid agreement is now 
being, reviewed with a further alt. 1 
ocaikm of 63 million ECU to Jor- 
dan, covering the next five years. 
Discussions will take place shorly 
with the National Planning Cou- 
ncil (NPC) on the nature of the 
projects which will be supported 
under the coming programme.. 

According to EEC Delegate in 
Jordan Thomas O'Sullivan, the 
commission is anxious to promote 
a wide range of co-operation, ent- - 
end into in a sense of partnership 
between institutions Jordanian 
and those of EEC member states. 
The actions, of course, are not 
only in the fields of trade and 
commerce, which are Important to 
both parties, but also cover the 
fostering of deeper cultural rel- 
ations and ‘the development of 
links between institutions inv- 
olved in education and tec- 
hnology. 

The expressions of cooperation 
embodied in the agreements ref- 
lect a long-standing and deep- 
rooted relationship which has 
been developed between Jordan 
and the European countries thr- 
oughout the history of the Kin- 
gdom. 

In a similar way, the com- 
mission has entered into agr- 
eements with the other Arab cou- 
ntries of the Mediterranean reg- 
ion. These countries are the nea- 
rest neighbours of the community 
to the south and, of course, share 
the Mediterranean Basin with 
many member states. Each agr- 
eement reflects the long standing 
’relationships with the community 
and its member states, which each 
country has, and are designed to 
.foster a greater degree of int- 
eraction through the traditional 
cultural and trade relationships. 

The agreement with Jordan 
'expresses a sense of partnership 
and a recognition of mutual adv- 


antage to both parties in the dev- 
elopment of closer relationships. 

Within' the general framework 
of the agreement, the community ■ 
offers Jordan virtual free access to . 
the European market for products 
which originate in this country. 
This access provides an advantage 
for Jordanian products which wfil 
be the output of new industries 
starting up within the country at' 
the present time. Provision is also 
»nd» ded for making technical and 
.trade information available to 
Jordanian enterprises to arable 
them to progress rapidly in the 

first years of industrialisation- - 

- Mr. O’Sullivan pointed out that 
under the first aid cycle practically 
all available funds had been com- 
mitted to projects in diverse sec- 
- tors of the economy of Jordan. For 
■ instance, loans from the European 
Investment Bank had been mainly 
devoted to the industrial sector, 
enabling new enterprises to be 
funded. In particular, a loan had 
been made for the construction of 
tiie Sahab Industrial Estate which 
was now well advanced as a pro- 
ject A line of credit had been 
made available to the Industrial 
, Development Bank for onlending 
to small scale industrial ent-* 
■eiprises and for tourism projects. 

A loan had. also been given for 
extension of the electricity net- 
work in the Amman area, which 
would also be of benefit for ind- 
ustrial development These loans j 
had been made available at spe-. . 
daily subsidised interest rates. j 

Mr. O’Sullivan said that for j

‘This mutual interdependence for- 
ges a new relationship and gives 
each of the partners its own aut- 
hority, not only in trade and com- 
merce, but also in the general forum 
of world politics.’ 


In a-similar way, Yartnouk Uni- 
versity is benefiting under the 
EEC programme, said Mr. O’Sul- 
livan. “We are providing 2J5 mil- 
lion ECU to the university in 
order that additional equipment, 
much needed by the Faculty of 
Science, can be provided . There is 
also an allowance for technical ass- 
istance to the faculty to assist it in 
its first years of development” 

By making available funds for 
the development of relationships 
between Jordanian universities 
■and their European counterparts, 
it is hoped that long standing' 
inter-university relationships will 
result, which win be of benefit to 
both parties. 

It is also quite important that 
the programme to develop tec- 
hnician and craftsman skills within 
the- country should receive sup- 
port from the programme, said 
Mr. O’Sullivan. Two secondary 
industrial schools for the Ministry

other projects money had made 
available as an outright grant and 
most of this money had gone to the 
important sector of education and 
training. This covered a wide 
range of levels of education from 
trade training to university leveL 
The biggest single project being 
undertaken was the provision of 
6.6S million ECU which was all- 
ocated to the new Faculty of Eng- 
ineering and Technology. at the 
University of Jordan.

of Education =are being provided 
with full equipment for wor- 
kshops, classrooms and general 
education areas, as well as tec- 
hnical assistance in the initial 
years, of establishing the schools. 
These schools are to be built at 
Mafraq and Madaba. The Voc- 
ational Training Corporation has 
two centres planned for Amman 
and Zanqa and the community 
is, again, providing all the equ-* 
i pm ent required for these schools, 
as well as assistance in the imp- 
lementation phase. 

The. development of technical 
services within the countty to ass- 
ist new industries in setting up is a 
major task of the Royal Science 
Society. The commission has pro- 
vided almost a million ECU to pay 
for specialised equipment and to 
provide technical services such as 
experts and scholarship facilities 
for the society in its work. 

A special fund has been set up 
to enable Jordanian students to 
attend special courses at various 
levels in Europe, and at the pre- 
sent time there are some 30 Jor- 
danians benefiting under this pro- 
gramme. 

The development and the imp- 
lementation of these projects has 
practically all taken place since the 
EEC office was established in Jor- 
dan in 1980. “It bas been possible 
to establish good working rel- 
ationships with Jordanian ins- 
titutions at an early stage and this 
has enabled .the rapid progress 
which has taken place in the last 
two years to be accomplished. It is 
very heartening for the delegation 
staff to work in an environment 
where such progress can be made 
and where every opportunity for 
improvement is willingly grasped 
by the Jordanian side. We really 
look forward to -seeing bow quick 
the nest phase of the aid pro-;

He added that the agreement is 
“dynamic" in the sense that it is 
capable of continuous imp- 
rovement based on the principles 
of interdependence, equality and 
joint management. 

It is interesting to note that the 
cooperation agreement with Jor- 
dan is one of an extremely large 
□amber of agreements which are 
set within particular conventions 
tailor-made to suit the needs of 
particular parts of the world. Such 
overall conventions set out the 
principles of a new relationship 
between* developed and dev- 
eloping countries. By far the lar- 
gest such convention is the Lome 
Convention under - which the 
community has a particular rel- 
ationship with African, Caribbean 
and Pacific countries. The present 
convention, Lome n, was signed 
last year and is an example of the 
way in which programmes of coo- 
peration with individual countries 
are set w ithin an overall fra- 
mework. Provision is made for the 
needs of each particular country 
by the development of a country 
programme. Provision also are 
made to cater for the state of dev- 
elopment of each country, the str- 
ucture of its economy and all- 
owance for special or emergency 
situations. These relations are ref- , 
lected in a contractual form which * 
enables die countries to plan for 
the development, prooess over a 
large number of years.

nomy. Under this system, called 
STABEX, a fund is made ava- 
. liable to cover loss of revenue in 
bad years, these funds being rep- 
aid subsequently in years where 
better market conditions exist. 
Such a scheme was unique in the 
relationship between developed 
and developing countries and is a 
practical demonstration of the 
wish of the community to establish 
a new and more equitable rel- 
ationship with the countries which 
are now developing their own res- 
ources and facilities. ' 

The community’s concern with 
the development of Third World 
countries, stems from its com- 
mittment to increase a sense of 
partnership. “These developing 
countries represent an important 
and lucrative market for the 
member states of the EEC, and in 
turn, the community’s market is 
made accessible, and, therefore, 
becoming increasingly important 
to the developing countries," Mr. 
O'Sullivan said. 

' This mutual interdependence 
forges a new relationship .and 
commerce, but also in the general 
forum of world politics. 

Dialogue with the Arab World 
was initially established through 
the Euro-Arab Dialogue, which 
set out to develop an overall rel- 
ationship -between the Arab Lea- 
gue countries and those of the 
European Community. The pol- 
icies and programmes of the dia- 
logue are at present again being 
reviewed to take into account the 
p ri o ri ty needs of each of the par- 
tners. 

The co mm unity had also begun 
a series of dheoatag wMi the 
Arab Ontf coittttfot, rtpfariag 
the development of Mnentioss 
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covering the interests of both par- 
ties. 

“There is no doubt," said Mr.. 
O’Sullivan, that the progress' 
made with the cooperation pro- 
gramme in the last two years, 
“demonstrates Jordan's ability to 
absorb the aid available and to use 
it wisely in developing its own 
economy and its relationship with 
the member states of the com- 
munity. There is no reason why 
even greater progress cannot be 
made in the next two years, taking 
into account the experience alr- 
eady obtained. 

Defence order 
bans irrigation 
with waste 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The military 
governor has issued a defence 
order aimed at preventing the cul- 
tivation of land watered with con- 
taminated waste water, A1 Ra’i 
newspaper reported on Wed- 
nesday. 

It said the order stipulated that 
the minis ter of health shall decide 
which artesian wells, natural 
springs or other water sources are 
contaminated, and that the Zarqa 
River area, from the ‘Ain Ghazal 
treatment station ■ to the Zarqa 
bridge on the Jerasb road, is con- 
sidered an area watered with con- 
taminated waste water. Lands irr- 
igated with water from the river 
must be planted only with animal 
fodder or forest trees, the paper 
said. The minister of agriculture 
shall also decide what types of 
fruit trees may be planted in areas 
watered from unoontaminated 
wells, it added. 

The defence order stressed, 
according to AI Ra’i, that those 
who violate these instructions 
shall be tried by the militaiy court

Curtain rises on Players' 
first production >of 1982

AMMAN — After an arduous 
preparatory period leading up to a 
successful dress rehearsal Tuesday 
evening, the Amman Players hit 
the boards Wednesday with their 
production of the comedy/ thriller . 
.Arsenic and Old Lace. Written by 
Joseph Kesselring, the 
play— despite its rather horrific 
central plot of murder and 
intrigue— is enormously funny, 
being as full of witticisms, double 
entendres and neat one-liners as 
anyone could wish. 

\ . 

It all revolves around two eld- 
erly Victorian-era 
sisters— Martha and Abbey 
Brewster— who are respected 
.members of and well-known fig- 
ures in, their Brooklyn, New York 
community on account of their 
: untiring charitable works.. Their 
rather incredulous brand of phi- 
lanthropy, carried out in all inn- 
ocence, not only provides much of 
the play’s humour bat reveals a 
streak of family madness that also 
affects two out of their three nep- 
hews. In one it manifests itself 
harmlessly as delusions of gra- 
ndeur. In the other— Jonathan— it 
is slightly more menacing. After 
a long absence from home tins 
psychopathic killer and his acc- 
omplice, the sinister Dr. Einstein, 
return and force their company on 


the apparently meek old ladies. 
But Jonathan’s character analysis 
of his mSd-mannered aunts is rap- 
idly proven wrong, when what be 
finds in their cellar shocks even 
this hardened c rimin al. 

The play, like all the Amman 
Player's previous productions but 
one, is directed by the ind- 
efatigable theatre veteran Mrs. 
Kitty Ephgrave, who founded the 
group back in 1976. After the suc- 
cess of their first production in 
February 197$ of William 
Brown's Giri in the Freudian Slip, 
the group have gone oo to perform 
at least two plays a year ever since. 

The aim of this international 
group of theatre enthusiasts and 
amateur actors is to establish and 
encourage English-language the- 
atre in Jordan, “with the added 
aim of giviog the proceeds to a 


local charity," said this years 
stage manager. Miss Pat PengQley. 
Arsenic ana Old Lace will benefit 
.the Pontifical Mission to Pal- 
estine. 

In a country where people are 
often moving on, the group’s 
membership, except for a small 
nucleus, is never very stable. This 
year however their number was 
swollen by an influx of new mem- 
bers, and this was one of the rea- 
sons Arsenic and Old Lace was 
chosen to be the group’s first pro- 
duction of 1982. 

• “The play has a large cast of 
14,” Mrs. Ephgrave said, “which 
includes a number of small parts. 
These provide ideal opportunities 
for the newcomers to act and gain 
experience." 

The play runs until Saturday. 
Feb. 20.

THE LETTER sent by United States President Ron- 
ald Reagan to Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin two days ago is a document that should be 
included in the Great Hall of the Ripley’s Believe It or 
Not Museum, ft is, all in atL a rather astounding piece 
of work. Mr. Reagan assures Mr. Begin that the Uni- 
ted States is “ determined to see that Israel's qua-, 
litative technological edge is maintained,” and later 
on in the same letter says that “Israel remains Ame- 
rica’s friend and ally. However, I believe it is in the 
interest of both our countries for the United States to 
enhance its influence with other states in the region.” 
As the famous American baseball manager Casey 
Stengel would have said, if he were alive today,: 
Amazin ' ! 

The underlying contradiction in the American des- 
ire to keep Israel as the strongest Asian power since 
Genghis Khan while also improving ties with Arab 
states is. in the end, incompatible, intellectually unt- 
enable and beyond the comprehension of those of us 
who have been, and would like to remain, friends and 
partners of the United States in our common quest for 
a life of peace, dignity and prosperity for all our 
people. But how can even we so-called “moderates” 
remain unoffended and unastounded in the face of 
such basic contradictions as have been so clearly spe- 
lled out in Mr. Reagan's letter to Mr. Begin? 

If the American people are willing to be abused by 
this sort of nonsense, the people of Jordan and the 
Arab World are not. The problem at hand is not 
Jordan's arms or Israel's security. The problem is a 
woefully contradictory American policy in the Middle 
East that cannot limp along much further on its pre- 
sent false basis. If American policymakers do not 
understand this fact, Arab policymakers do. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


U.S. scrapes and grovels to Israel 


AL RAT: The U.S. administration, including President Reagan, 
has hastened to reassure Israel that the United Stales has no 
intention of supplying Jordan with advanced weapons and that 
Washington is very careful to see that Israel is always the strongest 
in quality and quantity. 

Washington wants to reassure Israel that traditional U.S. pol- 
icies in the region will continue. This confirmation is the result of 
the Israeli fury which has accompanied news repons on the pos- 
sibility that the United Slates might supply Jordan with mobile 
missiles and F-lfi lighters. 

Whether these U.S. statements constitute a retraction by the 
United States to negotiate such a deal and whether they have been 
made to deny what has been rumoured about such a deal, the 
result remains the same: Jordan will remain determined to secure 
the safety of its land and airspace by all possible means. It is 
needless to say that this commitment is a firm national and pan- 
Arab duty which rests solely on Jordan's decision. U.S. -Israeli 
relations will never influence Jordon's decision to cany out its 
sacred duties towards its land and airspace and those of the Arab 
Nation. The execution of these duties is an integral part of Jor- 
dan's sovereignty and national and pan- Arab commitment. 

The Israeli military supremacy has always been behind Israels 
bellicosity in the region and this means that tension and instability 
will continue to prevail. The U.S. commitment to keep up this 
Israeli supremacy must be met by an Arab ^commitment to build 
Arab strength by all possible means in order to effect a strategic 
balance capable of deterring the Israeli aggressors. 

Is the U.S. really independent? 

AL DUSTOVR: The United States has declared that it has not 
changed its policy towards Israel and that it has no plans to sell 
sophisticated weapons to Jordan. U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
has stressed his country's determination to defend Israel sec- 
urity. He has also stressed that U.S. promises to Israel are a basic 
principle of the U.S. policy in the Middle East. 

This response to the Israeli noise has been expected since the 
beginning. We have grown accustomed to see the United States 
step back a mile after every time it steps one inch towards the 
Arabs because of Zionist pressure and influence that controls the 
successive U.S. administrations. We have seen Washington aba- 
ndoning the U.S.-Soviet declaration on the Middle East and 
former President Carter retracting his statement on a homeland 
for the Palestinians. We have seen a great many examples. 

. We are now witnessing a humiliating U.S. retraction in the face 
of the Israeli campaign and Menachem Begin's threats. Was- 
hington hastened to stress its commitment and determination to 
protect Israel* $ secu rity pledging to keep its promise guaranteeing 
the quality and quantity of Israel's military supremacy. This issue 
has turned into a test of 'strength' between Washington and TcT 
Aviv because Jordan, as the U.S. Defence Secretary admitted, has 
cor asked to buy U.S. weapons. Washington has flunked the test. 

What has happened should teach the Arabs a lesson. The Arabs 
have to reassess their stand and their dealings with the United 
States in light of the result of the clash between Washington and 
Tel Aviv. The United States is always ready to succumb to Israel 
at the expense of its own interests and even if it jeopardises world • 
peace and security.

Thi- 
rty four multiplied by three 
million is equal to roughly 
$100 million which is rou- 
ghly JD 30 million which 
means about JD 11 billion a 
year. This final figure con- 
stitutes Jordan’s annual oQ 
proceeds. However, I must 
substract from this figure 
Arab aid which wiD stop, 
and I must add $500 million 
which are equal to Jordan’s 
ofl import bill, substract 
about JD one billion in don- 
ations granted by Jordan to 
other Arab and Third 
World countries. No matter 
i how we count, the net pro- 
* ceeds will not be less than JD 
10 billion a year. 

The cabinet should meet 
tomorrow in order to review 
the animal budget before it 
is submitted to the National 
Consultative Council. Mor- 
eover, the National Dev- 
elopment Board should int- 
roduce major changes in the 
current 5-year development 
plan. To spend only JD 3.3 


billion in four years would 
certainly sound ridiculous.

Europe alarmed by Reagan

LONDON — Western Leaders 
have arranged to meet during five 
days in June to grapple with a long 
list of problems troubling the Uni- 
ted States and its European allies. 

President Reagan will be mak- 
ing his first trip to Europe after 16 
months in the White House, and 
several key players in Western 
diplomacy will be engaging in 
large-scale summitry for the first 
time. 

“There will certainly be no sho- 
rtage of problems to talk about," a 
senior official of the 15-nation 
■NATO alliance says. 

The Reagan - presidency ' has 
been plagued by what both U.S. 
and European diplomats describe 
as a rising tide of" misperception" 
across the Atlantic — over Ame- 
rica's nuclear strategy, Poland, 
arms negotiations, trading rivalry 
and high U.S. interest rates. 

West European officials report 
widespread satisfaction in allied 
capitals that Mr. Reagan has dec- 
ided to stay on in Europe for a 
NATO meeting after attending a 
Western economic summit at Ver- 
sailles, near Paris. 

The economic summit from 
June 4-6 is an annual fixture on 
the Western calendar and brings 
together top leaders from tho> 
West’s seven most powerful ind- 
ustrial nations, the U.S., Britain, 
Canada, France, West Germany, 
Italy and Japan. 

. Unusually, six of the gov- 
ernment chiefs - all except Jap- 
anese Prime Minister Zeofco Suz- 
uki — will move almost aut- 
omatically into a full-scale NATO 
summit. 

The only break between tire two 
meetings will involve a one-day 
trip to Rome by Mr. Reagan to 
meet Pope John Paul 

U.S. and European officials are 
reluctant to say who took the ini- 
tiative in suggesting an infrequent 
NATO summit — likely to be held 
at alliance headquarters in Bru- 
ssels — to take advantage of the 
president’s stay m Europe. 

AH they will' say is that all 15 
NATO governments thought it 
was “extremely useful” to meet. 
By June, there may be 16 NATO 
nrions if arrangements for Spa-. 
nish entry are completed in time. 

Diptanatt belfeveAch of the 
subject .matter at both the eco- 


nomic and NATO summits will 
merge, giving the leaders an unu-' 
sually long period together to 
debate Atlantic concerns. 

Although no clear agenda hea- 
dings have emerged so far, the first 
NATO summit for ifourf years' 
could involve a deep rethinking of 
alliance strategy and goals. 

The White House says Mr. 
Reagan regards the two-day 
NATO meeting “as an opp- 
ortunity for the North Atlantic 
Alliance to shape its response to 
this decade's challenges." 

Mr. Reagan, French President 
Francois Mitterrand and British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher will be attending a NATO 
summit for the first time, as will 
the prime minsters of Belgium, 
Greece, Italy and several other 
countries. 

If any single issue sparked int- 
erest in calling the meeting, Wes- 
tern officials say it was probably 
the uneven and hesitant response 
of NATO's European members 
following the imposition of mil- 
itary rule in Poland nearly two 
months ago. 

Although Western leaders hope 
martial law in Poland will have- 
been lifted by June, they expect 
the Polish crisis and Western rea- 
ction to it will still be key issues for 
discussion. 

Officials believe Mr. Reagan 
and West European leaders have 
much to gain from a thorough air- 
ing of problems that have caused 
almost constant strain in the all- 
iance during the past year. 

Apart from Poland, they inc- 
lude: 

European concern over hard- 
line U.S. attitudes to the Soviet

TEL AVIV — U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan on Tuesday rec- 
eived the credentials of a new Isr- 
aeli Ambassador, a hawk even by 
'the standards of Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Menachem Begin. 

Blunt-talking Moshe Arens 
voted against Israel's peace treaty 
with Egypt. He is deeply worried 
that Washington is undercutting 
Israel's security by selling adv- 
anced arms to the Arabs. 

In Washington's view, Israeli 
“surprises” are the problem. But, . 
says Arens, “I also bare an ^acc- 
ount to settle with the Americans” 
over U.S. decisions to supply 
radar surveillance planes and F-15 
warplanes to Saudi Arabia. - 

“All this was done without prior 
consultations with us, while the 
Americans knew this affects, inf- 
luences and is likely to endanger 
us,” Arens said on Israel radio 
during a heavy round of pre- 
departure interviews. 

A former American citizen, 
Arens knows the United States 
well and hopes his knowledge will 
help offset his lack of diplomatic 
experience. 

Beyond that, he sees adv- 
antages in being “an ambassador 
■whose views are dose to the prime 
■minister.” Arens said he expects 
‘to be “an effective channel of 
communications without any dis- 
unions.” . 

’ Associated with rigfo-wingpol- 
itics since his youth, Arens was 
elected to parliament in 1974 of 
Begin's Likud slate. When Begin 
won the 1977 election, Arens bec- 
ame chairman of parliament’s 


most important committee, the 
foreign affairs, and security com- i 
tnhtee.

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Egypt cuts oil price by $1 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt has reduced 
its oil price by one doDar a barrel 
because of the world glut, an oil 
official said Wednesday. 

The cut, the latest indication of 
the pressure on prices caused by 
persistent over-supply which has 
alamoed o3 producers, lowers the 
price of a barrel of Egyptian light 
crude to S33 and came into effect 
on February I. 

Egypt exports about 200,000 
barrels a day (b/d) of its pro- 
duction of about 650,000 b/d, and 
sells its crude according to con- 
tracts 

Asked how the country will 
make up the loss in oil revenues 
because of the price cut, the off- 
icial said: “the loss is not imp- 
ortant, what is important is to 
market your production." 

Iran, a member of the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
. Countries (OPEC) unlike Egypt, 
has twice shaved one dollar from 
its contract prices this month, acc- 
ording to industry sources who say 
such unilateral reductions pose a 
threat to the OPEC price str- 
ucture. 

In the Rotterdam spot, non- 


oon tract market, further falls in 
prices this week have led to Saudi 
Arabian light crude trading at 
$30.50 a barrel. This is well below 
the Saudi rate of S34, the ben- 
chmark on which the 13 members 
of OPEC align contract prices. 

Market sources said that 
higher-quality North Sea crudes, 
which usually command a pre- 
mium over Saudi light, also traded 
as low as S30.50. Britain’s official 
contract price for North Sea oil is 
S35, after a SI .50 cut this month. 

Saudi Arabia has reduced its 
surcharge on crude oil liftings 
from Yanbu terminal on the Red 


Sea coast by 10 U.S. cents from 60 
cents a barrel, the authoritative 
Middle East Economic Survey 
(MEES) reported Wednesday. 

The cut. from February 1, red- 
uced the official price of Arabian 
light crude at Yanbu from 534.60 
to S34.50 a barrel, the Nicosia- 
based oil industry journal said. 

MEES said the price cut was 
unlikely to give much enc- 
ouragement to lifters of Arabian 
light crude from Yanbu. who have 
long been complaining that the 
extra cost of shipping crude from 
the Red Sea terminal was exc- 
essive. 


South Yemen to search for oil

BAHRAIN (R) — A Brazilian oil firm has signed an exploration 
contract with South Yemen, which has long sought to tap its und- 
erground mineral resources, according to an oil industry journal. 

The Nicosia-based Middle East Economic Survey (MEES) said in 
this week’s issue that Braspetro, the international operations sub- 
sidiary of the Brazilian state-owned oil firm Petrobras, will explore 
an area of 42,000 square kilometres. 

Under' the contract with the Yemen National Oil Company, Bra- 
spetro will drill six test sites in the concession area lying between the 
eastern govcrno rates of Mahra and Hadhramaut, MEES said. It gave 
no other details. 


Businessmen 
urge review 
of U.S. -Arab 
relations 

KUWAIT (R) — Leading Arab 
businessmen called on their gov- 
ernments Wednesday to dra- 
stically review their relations 
with the United States and other 
powers supporting Israel in the 
Middle East conflict. 

The council of the General 
Federation of Arab Chambers of 
Commerce, Agriculture and 
Industry, which made the call 
after a two-day meeting, did not 
recommend specific measures 
against the U.S. 

But it urged individual Arabs 
to redirect their investments and 
business deals to unidentified fri- 
endly countries. | 

The council also accused Iran 
of being the aggressor in its 
17-month-okl war with Iraq and 
urged the Iranian government to 
respond positively to Iraqi offers 
of peace talks.

as in GEC at 829p. 

Golds were weak and North Americans also tended lower. 

Cadbury Schweppes, which said it had agreed to purchase a 
U.S. fruit juice company, was unchanged at 96-Vzp after an earlier 
loss of a penny. Wood Hall Trust, in which Elders IXL now has a 
29.9 per cent stake, was steady at 21 3p, after 21 5p earlier. 

Bowater was firm on continuing speculative demand, ending 
Up higher at 258p, after 260p. In electricals Plessey was up 2p at 
370p while FeiTanti was down 7p at 640p, dealers added. 

GQlet Brothers was a weak feature following results, dropping 
30p to 1 50p. Other discount bouses were easier in sympathy with 
Alexanders down 8p at 224p, dealers noted. 


This cynical analyst’s obs- 
ervation on the Paris Bourse may 
be difficult to square with a year 
which saw. a devaluation, a dra- 
matic share price collapse and the 
vicious struggle over the Socialist 
Government's nationalisation 
programme. 

But the comment illustrates the 
enormous amount of activity pro- 
voked on the stock exchange by 
the elections and the landslide 
Socialist victory last May. Bro- 
kers. paid on commission, were on 
the receiving end of a 23 per cent 
increase in dealings volume, with 
the value of transactions rising to 
FFr 150 billion ($25 billion) from 
FFr 122 billion in 1980. 

The nationalisation issue lay at 
the centre of this frenetic activity, 
alternatively firing investors with 
hopes of quick returns and then 
dampening enthusiasm with fears 
of punitive compensation terms. 

It was mainly foreigners, spe- 
culating on the re-election of Mr. 
Giscard d'Estaing, who held the 
market up by buying the dep- 


ressed "nationalisable” shares in 
the few weeks before the Pre- 
sidential elections. Dealers reckon 
that it was these same foreigners, 
selling hard in the wake of Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand's vic- 
tory, who sent the market into its 
sharpest post-war tumble Iasi 
summer. 

The same shares took a further 
heavy knock after the ann- 
ouncement of the Government's 
nationalisation terms last Sep- 
tember. provoking a 15-day sus- 
pension. But they have since come 
back yet again to yield some han- 
dsome profits to speculators who 
gambled correctly on the recent 
Const irut ion al Council judgement 
in favour of better compensation 
terms. 

At the end of this roller-coaster 
ride, the Bourse ended last year 
with the CAC general index down 
by 17.6 percent at 92.3. Dealers, 
pointing to the year s low of 77.3 
reached last June, which took the 
index back to 197S levels, reckon 
it might have been worse. But the 


year's trading still wiped more 
than 12 percent off share values as 
a whole, leaving Paris's market 
capitalisation — the global value 
of all quoted shares -- at FFr 
224.6 billion. 

Even more damaging, the gen- 
eral disarray in the equity market 
last year undoubtedly dealt a ser- 
ious blow to the hopes that the last 
government had nourished of 
opening up the Bourse to more 
companies. 

These plans to match the inc- 
reased flow of funds generated in 
the late 1970s with an equal num- 
ber of new flotations, never really 
got off the ground. But last year 
was particularly poor. Only two 
significant introductions, inc- 
luding Gcophysiquc. the oil exp- 
loration company which has qui- 
ckly established itself as a vogue 
stock, were made. These will give 
only the mildest counterbalance to 
the imminent loss of the "nat- 
ionalisables." reckoned to acc- 
ount for about 1 7 per cent of cur- 
rent equity values. 

One of the most important que- 
stions now overhanging the Bou- 
rse is whai. if anything, the gov- 
ernment intends to do about this 
emasculation of the equity mar- 
ket. Nationalisation of virtually all 
the leading stocks is going to iead 
to a vastly different structure in 
the French financial network. 


Islamic ministers conclude talks 


ISLAMABAD (Agencies) — 
Industry ministers from 1 9 Islamic 
countries including Jordan on 
Wednesday unanimously adopted 
the “Islamabad Declaration", on 
rapid industrialisation in the Mus- 
lim World. 

The 22-point declaration urged 
members states of the Org- 
anisation of the Islamic Con- 
ference to “encourage industrial 
products of the Islamic countries 
and to resort to the (Jeddah- 
based) Islamic Development 
Bank for financing industrial pro- 
jects." 

The declaration stressed that 
“the achievement of industrial 


cooperatioh among the Islamic 
countries fosters the cohesion of 
the Islamic Ummah and its ability 
to confront external challenges 
which threaten its security." 

The four-day conference of the 
industry ministers formed a “wor- 
king committee" to study the fea- 
sibility of joint industrial projects 
in the Islamic World. 

The committee would also 
study the labour force and ind- 
ustrial capabilities of the member 
states, with particular stress on 
agriculture-related industries, 
shipbuilding, car manufacturing, 
chemical and petrochemical ind- 
ustries, electronics, textiles and 


telecommunications. 

The delegates said earlier that 
the Muslim World has financial 
resources as well as manpower but 
it lacked high technology which it 
should acquire from elsewhere. 
They also stressed the need for 
collective efforts for the pro- 
motion of industrial capacity of 
the Muslim World in order to inc- 
rease its share in the world trade 

In his welcoming the President 
of the Moatmar Alame Islam i said 
the Organisation of the Islamic 
Conference is growing in strength 
and action as is evident from the 
present Conference of the Islamic 
industries ministers.'

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Ipswich bounces hack to form 
stuns leaders Southampton 


LONDON (A.P.) — Ipswich 
Town, which roared back into 
championship contention with a 
5-2 midweek victory over Sou- 
thampton, Saturday faces a stem 
task away to resolute Leeds Uni- 
ted. 

Ipswich, which has five games in 
hand over leader Southampton, 
recovered after a series of defeats 
that had seen it swamped by Liv- 
erpool and knocked out of both 
the FA Cup and the League Cup. 

Alan Brazil, dropped 10 days 
'earlier, was the man who boosted 
Ipswich's diminishing confidence. 
He rattled all five goals against ■ 
Southampton, and without the aid 
of his injured strike partner Paul 
Mariner. 

Ipswich manager Bobby Rob- 
son said: “He must be the best 
finisher in the country. He was 
mesmerising.'* 

Brazil, who is forging a new par- 
tnership with South African Mich 
cT Avray in Mariner’s absence, will 
be looking to cominue in the same 
vein against Leeds’ unc- 
ompromising defenders at Elland 


Road. 

But while Southampton did not 
mark tightly at the back, Leeds' 
hard man Kenny Bums is unlikely 
to make the same mistak e. 

Shell-shocked Southampton, 
meanwhile, will have a chance to 
recover from Tuesday's mauling 
with a home first division match 
against out-of-form West Ham, a 
team which has recorded only two 
away victories this season. 

Second-placed Manchester 
United and third-placed Arsenal 
meet at Old Trafford in the top 
match of the day. 

Arsenal are in championship 
contention despite averaging less 
than a goal a game, and United 
captain Ray Wilkins wQi not be 
underestimating the London 
team. 

“Arsenal are called ‘boring' but 
what they are really are is superbly 
organised,” said Wilkins. “They 
are a team who are bard to break 
.down and are always likely to kill 
you off with a breakaway goal.'* 

One player looking forward to 
■the match is United striker Frank- 


Stapleton, who was sold by Ars- 
enal during the close season. 

Liverpool currently in superb 
form, should further boost its 
championship challenge by rec- 
ording a home victory against hap- 
less Coventry City. Coventry lost 
1-5 at home to Notts County in 
midweek. 

Of the other championship con- 
tenders, Swansea is away to Sun- 
derland while Manchester City 
and Tottenham meet at White 
Hart Lane in a repeat of last sea- 
son's FA Cup final. 

Sunderland manager Alan 
Durban, worried about the lack of 
fight shown by his relegation thr- 
eatened team, has called for extra 
effort, but the Roker Park team 
won't find it easy against a Swa- 
nsea side stabilised by recent sig- 
ning Ray Kennedy. 

Tottenham manager Keith 
Burk ins haw has a pleasant pr- 
oblem. His team is playing so well 
that he cannot find a place for Sco- 
ttish international striker Steve 
Archibald, the dub's- top scorer 
last season. 


Sri Lanka’s 
inaugural cricket 
test begins 


COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lanka’s 
fortunes fluctuated sharply in 
their inaugural cricket test and 
they were 183 for eight at the end 
of the opening day of the five-day 
match against England Wed- 
nesday. 

Sri Lanka, granted test status by 
the International Cricket Con- 
ference (ICC) last July, recovered 
in style after e dismal start only to 
be rocked by a four-wicket burst 
from left arm spinner Derek Und- 
erwood. 

The country's President, Janius 
Jayawardene. and cricket officials 
from England and India marked 
the significant occasion by lighting 
a traditional coconut oil lamp. 

Sri Lanka captain Bandula 
Wamapura used a special gold 
coin for the toss but after he won it 
the island slumped to 34 for four 
on an easy-paced pitch. 

Arjuna Ranatunge. IS, inspired 
a recovery by hitting 54 and put on 
99 for the fifth wicket with Ranjan 
Madugalle, who was top scorer 
with an unbeaten 64. 


Dispute arises over 
Taiwan flag, anthem 


PEKING (R) — A new problem 
arose Wednesday over China's, 
participation in the Women's 
World Softball Championship in 
Taipei in July -when a Chinese 
sports official said here that the 
Taiwanese Sag and national ant- 
hem would not be acceptable to 
Peking. 

An official from the sports and 
physical cultural mission told rep- 
orters that the Taiwanese flag and 
anthem would be unacceptable. 

She said that when China joined 
the International Softball Fed- 
eration (ISF) last May, it was dec- 


ided that the Taiwan Softball Ass- 
ociation would be renamed the 
China Taipei Softball Association 
and that it would also change its 
flag and anthem. 

Don Porter, American 
Secretary-General of the ISF, 
announced in Taipei Tuesday that 
the Chinese-Taipei Association 
'would invite a Chinese team to 
compete in the championship, 
from July 2 to 11. Earlier there 
had been speculation that Taiwan 
might forfeit the event rather than 
invite a Chinese team to Taiwan 
for the first time since 1949.

LAS VEGAS (R> — Larry Holmes, the World Boxing Council 
(WBC ) heavyweight champion, says he may fight in the interim if his ' 
March 15 tide bout against number one contender Gerry Cooney is.

Holmes said Tuesday he would be disappointed if the multi- 
million -dollar fight was postponed.

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Hollywood changes methods for 1980s

LOS ANGELES — Hollywood, 
once Considered the fading gla- 
niour girl of the entertainment 
; industry, is being deluged with 
millions of big business dollars. 

The reason may rest more in 
television, which gave the cinema 
box office its biggest battering, 
than in the cinema, according to 
film industry analysts. 

Studio officials are banking on 
the rapidly-growing pay television 
industry, which charges people to 
watch films on their home tel- 
evision sets, becoming a giant 
moneymaker. 

They also regard video cassettes 
as a growing seller. “We still don't 
know whether the market lies in 
selling or renting cassettes, but 
one thing is certain — in five years' 
time there will be a big demand for 
them," an executive of 20th 
Cenruiy-Fox studio said. 

Some industry analysts estimate 
these two markets will bring in a 
bfllioQ dollars a year by 1 985 . Film 
trade unions are insisting their 
new labourcontracts have a clause 
guaranteeing their members a 
share of this revenue. 

There has been a series of tak- 
eovers and reshuffles. 

The board of directors of Col- 
umbia pictures has approved a 
takeover offer of $750 million by 
the soft drink firm Coca-Cola. 

An oil millionaire, Marvin 
Davis, who had not had a day’s 
film experience, paid $800 million 
last June for 20th Century-Fox. 

. Metro-Go Idwyn-Mayer bought 
another major studio. United Art- 
ists, last July for $380 million. 


Avco Embassy pictures, one of 
the smaller studios, was sold to 
television producer Norman Lear 
and financier Jeny Perenchio this 
month for $25 million. 

Most people in these studios 
have welcomed the takeover as a 
new source of money for their 
organisations. The chairman of 
Coca-Cola. Roberto Goizueta. 
said entertainment was an exc- 
ellent area for profitable growth. 

It is early days, but so far there 
have been no public complaints of 
big business tactics curtailing art- 
istic freedom. 

Columbia, one of the most pro- 
fitable studios, has a library of 
3,000 films and 10.000 television 
programmes and these could be a 
big profit-maker in pay television 
and cassettes. 

Columbia, whose blockbuster 
bn. Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind enabled the studio to record 
a record annual profit of S69 mil- 
lion in September 1978. has had a 
number of recent box office suc- 
cesses. They include Kramer vs. 
Kramer, starring Dustin Hoffman, 
Stir Crazy and Stripes. 

Although a film producer can 
make a fortune if he chooses the 
right subject at the right time for a 
film, he can just as easily lose a 
fortune. 

Metro -Goldwyn Mayer, whose 
stock in trade used to be big mus- 
icals, bought United Artists after 
United was saddled with one of 
Hollywood’s biggest financial 
flops, the $40-million Heaven's 
Gate. 

Once touted as the Gone, with 
the Wind of Westerns, the film, 
starring Kris Kristofferson. was 
savaged by the film critics, re- 
edited and brought back for a sec- 


ond showing, it appeared only 
briefly before disappearing into 
the studio vaults. 

But United Artisrs. mainly a 
financial backer and distributor of 
films, had the rights to many of the 
James Bond films and such classics 
as Casablanca, starring Humphrey 
Bogart — all good sellers for pay 


television and cassettes. 

Mr. Davis, who has an obs- 
ession for privacy which has ear- 
ned him the nickname the new 
Howard Hughes, has revealed an 
extra reason for buying 20th 
Century- Fox — its 63 acres (25 
hectares) of expensive studio 
space in the centre of Los Angeles.

MUNICH (INPi — Technical toys 
help promote equal opportunity 
for girls. In England the “Equal 
Opportunity Commission” rec- 
ently determined that insufficient 
experience with technical toys is 
the reason why girls do worse in 
mathematics and technical sub- 
jects. The British have thus dem- 
anded that girls be brought into 
contact with technology at a pre- 
school age as well as at schools 
later. 

In Germany a number of years 


ago. the German Museum in Mun- 
ich and the “fischertechnik” 
Company carried out a joint study 
designed to determine what girls 
are capable of achieving in the tec- 
hnical sector, provided they are 
given a chance to acquaint the- 
mselves with these things at an 
early age.

He said in a newspaper int- 
erview he intends to move the film 
and television stages to a new cen- 
tre in about two years. 

The S450,000-a-year chief exe- 
cutive. Dennis StanfiU. departed 
three weeks after Mr. Davis bou- 
ght the studio. Mr. Davis also 
named two old friends, former 
president Gerald Ford and former 
U.S. secretary of state Henry Kis- 
singer. lo the board. 

But a 35-year-old former act- 
ress, Sherry Lansiog. is still film 
chief and studio officials said the 
production schedule has not been 
changed. 

A 20th Century-Fox executive. 
Michael Nolan, said he had been 
involved in a film which was made 
in Australia where there were tax 
incentives. The studio was int- 
erested in laying off risk, he said. 

A film analyst said an attraction 
of the film industry, unlike in the 


case of a car maker, was that a 
studio could decide with a wide 
ranee how much it would spend on 

a film. 

"You can pay a star three mil- 
lion dollars for making a film or 
you can go without the star and 
concentrate on special effects, 
which will cost you half a million 
dollars." the analyst said. 

Some of the biggesr mon- 
eymakers of last year, including 
Superman II and Raiders of the 
Lost Ark, relied mainly on effects. 
Paramount Srudio. which dis- 
tributed Raiders, said the film had 
already taken in more than SI 70 
million dollars at the box office. 

Variety, which repons on the 
entenainment industry, said the 
number of tickets sold at U.S. cin- 
ema box offices each year has 
remained in the billion range for 
the past 20 years — after the initial 
impact of television.

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Warsaw arrests 3,500 
for martial law violations 


WARSAW (R) — Polish security 
forces arrested 3.500 people dur- 
ing the past 48 hours in nation- 
wide raids to check on compliance 
with martial law. Polish Radio said 
Wednesday. 

The radio, monitored in Vie- 
nna. said nearly 145,000 people 
were found to have infringed mar- 
tial law regulations. 

Polish officials at the European 
security conference in Madrid last 
week said their most recent figures 
showed some 4,000 people were, 
then detained. 

The Polish government had ini- 
tially indicated that up to 5,500 
people were held following the 
Dec. 13 imposition of martial law. 

In its broadcast Wednesday, 
Polish Radio said thousands of 
militia forces and voluntary res- 
erves had checked some 51,000 
enterprises and factories as well as 
30.000 cars during the past two 
days. 

The radio said 99.000 people 
were asked to present their ide- 
ntity cards and given a warning, 
while another 29.000 were “rem- 
inded of their duties." 

Some 7.000 people were given 
fines totalling 2.3 million zlotys 
(about S 30.0001 and 4.000 were 


referred to "misdemeanour cou- 
rts.” 

Police also checked 3,500 
known criminal haunts, the radio 
said, adding that the raids were 
also aimed against disturbers of 
general public security. 

The radio said the martial law 
regulations most frequently vio- 
lated are those covering the cur- 
few. 


“More than 52,000 curfew bre- 
akers have been indicted so far all 
over the country,” the radio said. 

“Magistrates courts dealing 
with misdemeanours of this kind 
under s ummar y procedures hand 

down fines of between 1,500 and 


5,000 zlotys (about $20 and $60) 
or one month's imprisonment.'' 

The official news agency PAP 
said last Monday that inv- 
estigations against 2,727 people 
had been started under summary 
procedure since Dec. 13. 

Of these. 964 cases involved 
direct violations of martial law, 
such as organising strikes, and the 
others common criminal offences, 
PAP said. 

More than 4,000 people, mainly 
leaders of the suspended Sol- 
idarity free trade union and dis- 
sident backers of the movement, 
are known to be already detained 
: in internment camps but have not 
been charged.

An indictment from the Kra- 
kow regional military prosecutor's 
office said the men— Mieczyslaw 
Gil and Edward Nowak — org- 
anised a regional strike committee

Nowa Hula, outside Krakow, and 
persuaded a few hundred students 
to stage strikes at the mining and 
metallurgy academy, the radio 
said.

On Dec. 14, a day after martial 
law was declared, workers in 
Nowa Huta and scattered areas in 
Poland, staged a general strike to 
show opposition to the new mil- 
itary regime. 


Spanish police report ETA on warpath 


MADRID (R) — Government 
officials Wednesday said Basque 
separatists had killed two -eivil 
Guards in an attempt to des- 
tabilise Spain just before the trial 
of 32 officers charged with inv- 
olvement in an abortive military 
coup a year ago. 

The two paramilitary guards 
were shot dead within hours ol 
each other Tuesday night, in the 
Basque region of north Spain. 
Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo 
Sotelo and Interior Minister Juan 
Jose Roson attended their funeral 
in San Sebastian Wednesday. 

No-one has claimed res- 
ponsibility for the killings, but pol- 
ice said in a statement that the 
hardline Military wing of the sep- 
•aratist group ETA (ETA-M) was 
responsible. 


The Basque regional gov- 
ernment denounced the murders 
as “a shameless act... by those who 
clearly want to Sink the dem- 
ocratic process in its most delicate 
moments.” 


On Friday 32 military 
officers--mostly Civil 
Guards— and one civilian go on 
| trial accused of taking pan in the 
rightist coup attempt last Feb. 23. 
One reason frequently cited for 
the coup bid was anger among the 
military over uncontrolled sep- 
aratist violence. 


Spanish authorities, who fear a 
new terror campaign by ETA-M 
during the trial, are also faced with 
the possibility of violence from 
ETA’s more moderate 
Political-Military wing (ETA- 


PM) which declared a truce just 
after the failed coup. 

The San Sebastian newspaper 
El Diario Vasco reported Wed- 
nesday that a weekend meeting of 
ETA-PM voted in favour of ret- 
urning to armed struggle. 

Well-informed Basque sources 
said the report should be taken 
with some seriousness. An interior 
ministry spokesman said 
ETA-PM had been bolding mee- 
tings over the past weeks on whe- 
ther to take up arms again, but he 
did not know whether a decision 
bad been taken. 

Police have stepped up their 
presence throughout the Basque 
region for the start of the trial and 
Wednesday announced the arrest 
□f nine suspected members of 
ETA-M in Bilbao. 


COTONOU. Benin (R) — Pope 
John Paul n arrived in Cotonou 
Wednesday to an ecstatic wel- 
come from Benin's Roman Cat- 
holic minority and a stern rev- 
olutionary lecture from President 
Mathieu Kerekou. 

Thousands of singing and dan- 
cing church supporters were all- 
owed through tight security on to 
the runway as the papal plane 
from Lagos landed. 

Silence then tell as President 
Kerekou, wearing . traditional 
costume, launched -‘into a 25- 
minute political speech with the 
Pope standing patiendy beside 
him. 

“Long live His Holiness Pope 
John Paul... ready for the rev- 
olution, the struggle continues," 
concluded the president, using 
one of the slogans coined by 
Benin's Marxist-Leninist gov- 
ernment which came to power in a 
1972 coup. 

Tens of thousands of smiling, 
cheering people lined the route as 
the Pope, in a black convertible 
limousine, led the motorcade from 
the airport to Cotonou's soccer 
stadium. 

At the stadium the all-ticket 
crowd into applause as the Pope, 
wearing a gold-rimmed red straw 
hat. made his way to the wooden 
altar beneath a green canopy in 
the centre of the pitch. 


Israeli uproar ‘preemptive’, Weinberger says... 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Israeli reaction to reports that 
the U.S. is offering sophisticated 
Hawk missiles to Jordan is” a little 
preemptive" action, a senior adm- 
inistration official said here Tue- 
sday. 

Secretary of State Caspar Wei- 
nberger, in an interview on NBC 
Television’s Today show, also said 
that the sale of Hawk missiles to 
Jordan is “a long way down the 
road." and "adding strength to 
other countries (than Israel) in the 
Mideast can really only serve the 
best interests of all the countries in 
the Mideast." 

Following are excerpts from the 
interview: 


Question: As we reported earlier, 
the Israeli parliament yesterday 
voted to oppose a U.S. arms sale 
to Jordan. And Prime Minister 
Begin said that it would violate 
President Reagan's pledge to 
maintain Israel's military sup- 
eriority in the region. Wha?s your 
reaction? 

Mr. Weinberger: Well. 1 think 
that's a little preemptive action, 
perhaps, because there's no pen- 
ding sale to Jordan. There have 
been discussions ol' things that I 
had with them as to what their mil- 
itary needs were, which, of course, 
is one of the statutory res- 


ponsibilities of the post I have 
now. And in the course of those 
discussions, they mentioned the 
fact that to be effective, 'anti- 
aircraft defence, such as the Hawk 
missile, needs to be mobile, which 
is. of course, an accepted and sta- 
ndard fact. It is also, by definition, 
by nature, by name, a defensive 
weapon. So we had discussions of 
that. 

They have no request pending. 
If a request comes in, it would be 
considered by the president and 
the security council. It would then, 
if favourably approved — would 
have to go to the Congress. 

So talk of arms sale to Jordan, 
because we had discussions in Jor- 
dan about it, is, I think, really 
quite premature. 

Q: Do you believe, though, that 
the sale of anti-aircraft missiles 
and of F-16 fighters would, in 
some sense, jeopardise Israel's 
military superiority in the regions. 

A: No, I think Israel's margin of 
superiority is very great, and the 
president, the administration are 
pledged to maintain that margin of 
superiority. I do think that there is 
quite a difference between an 
anti-aircraft missile and a fighter 
plane. But I don't think there's 
any suggestion that there would be 
anything other than careful con- 
sideration given, including the 


consideration of Israel's interest 
and of the pledge that the adm- 
inistration has always had to mai- 
ntain that strategic superiority, 
strategic edge that they have. 

What is important, however, is 
that the United States have more 
than one friend in the Mideast 
And adding strength to other cou- 
ntries in the Mideast can really 
only serve the best interests of all ' 
the countries in the Mideast, spe- 
cifically including Jordan, and cer- 
tainly’ including ourselves, by the 
means of protecting the Mideast 
■against inclusions by the Soviets, 
or other threats... 

Q: Does Mr. Reagan share your 
view about the need to beef up 
Jordan’s air defence? 

A: I think Mr. Reagan, Pre- 
sident Reagan, is going to have to, 
and certainly is folly capable of 
speaking for himself on all of these 
issues. I have not expressed any 
administration opinion, or any- 
thing of the kind. All I've done is, 
in discussions with the Jordanians, 
learned that they feel they need 
additional anti-aircraft defensive 
strength. And if they should make 
a request for that, that is making 
the Hawk that we sold them ear- 
lier more mobfle and more useful, 
and thus preclude the necessity of 
their getting Soviet equipment, 
then we would certainly want to 


discuss that and. if we agree that 
that should be done, make the 
request of Congress. 

But that’s a long way down the 
•road. 

Q: You talk about the Israeli 
reaction as if it’s an overreaction. 
But let me ask you about a number 
of statements’ that came out of 
your trip to the Middle East, most 
of them attributed to a senior off-, 
icial, who most people, at least in 
this town, think was you. 

A: And many of them very ina- 
ccurate, I have to say. 

Q: Well, let me ask you about 
them— 

A: All right. 

Q: And Til read you some of the 
quotes. That the administration 
has given up trying to deal with 
Begin and is getting rough with 
Israel 

A: Absolutely wrong. All that 
was ever said on the trip was that it 
was important that the United Sta- 
tes have many friends in the Mid- 
east, more than one friend; that 
we not be perceived as having a 
willingness to have only one fri- 
end; and that it was important to 
us, it was important to the Mideast 
and to Israel for the U.S. to add to 
the strength of a number of cou- 
ntries in that region so that they 
would be able to resist incursions 
by the Soviets.

.as media criticise Washington’s global policy 


The following are extracts from editorials in the New York Tunes and 
The Times (of London ) Wednesday on the Reagan administration and 
the Middle East: 


New York Times: ‘What goes on here?’ 


“In Saudi Arabia, humiliation. In Jordan, mystification. In Israel, 
indignation. Thus ends another of Defence Secretary Weinberger's 
Kood-will missions to the Middle East. 

“ Having poured his president's blood and sweat into the AW ACS 
sale. Mr. Weinberger was bluntly told by the Saudis ... he was just an 
arms salesman ... 

"On to Jordan ... Mr. Weinberger offered every modern jet and 
missile in his order book, omitting any political price and insisting 
that Israel's objections would be no obstacle. 

. "Wonder of wonders, Israel exploded, declaring itself threatened 
and betrayed. And that evoked a lame clarification of Mr. Wei- 
nberger's remarks ... and a soothing new promise from Mr. Reagan 
that Israel's superiority would never be c o mp ro mised. 

“What goes on tore? 

“The cleverest interpretation is that the Reagan team seeks bases 
and commerce by heavily tilting American policy toward the Arabs— 
and is softening up the Israelis with a diplomatic version of 1 good cop/ 
-bad cop.' ... but in feet, every new round hardens even moderate 
Israelis and reduces American influence. The game is bound to 
provoke grave crisis or even war... 

“Another explanation is no policy. Period ... so Mr. Haig man- 
oeuvres to avoid war, Mr. Weinberger goes hellbent for military 
bases and sales and Mr. Reagan- deans up the political fallout ... 

“That leaves one possibility; That the Reagan team believes its 
’own propaganda about a ‘strategic consensus.' The theory jt bought 


to office was that Israel and moderate Arabs live in such tenor of 
Soviet aggression or subversion that they will soon abandon their 
enmity and take America as their joint protector. But the Arabs and 
Israelis scoff at the idea, they seek help mainly against each other. 

“Pretending otherwise may be a way to justify avoiding some 
painful choices about the West Bank, Jerusalem, Camp David and 
the PX.O. It’s hand to believe that such wishful thinking persists. But 
if it doesn't, why does the restless Mr. Weinberger think he has a 
magic carpel?” 

The Times: ‘Put horse before cart’ - 


“The proposed sale ... seems likely to become the object of another 
major political battle in the United States similar to tire one over the 
AW ACS sale to Saudi Arabia last year. 

“Certainly the president (Ronald Reagan) will need once again to 
throw his personal authority into the scale if the deal is to go through. 

“Mr. Reagan might well win this battle as he won the last, bat his 
domestic political position is no longer as strong as it was last year and 
he might, on reflection, decide that the diversion of energies from the 
battle to get his budget accepted and to preserve Republican pos- 
itions in the mid-term congressional elections was more than he 
could afford. He might also ask himself whether, if he is going to take 
on the pro-Israel lobby in a pitched battle — never a decision to be 
taken Iigfafiy by any American leader— this is the right issue on which 
to do it.

— Zim- 
babwe soldiers and police were • 
under orders on Wednesday to 
continue detentions of Joshua 
Nkomo's minority Zapu Party and 
search offices and homes of its off- 
icials for evidence of an alleged 
coup, security sources said. 

An undisclosed number of off- 
icials and supporters of the Zim-. 
babwe African Peoples' Union 
(ZAPU) have been detained 
under emergency powers reg- 
ulations since more than 30 mas- 
sive caches of arms were une- 
arthed on ZAPU officials’ pro- 
perties early this month. 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
has accused Mr. Nkomo, his jun- 
ior coalition government partner, 
of implication in a plot to stage a 
coup in the former British colony. 

Mr. Nkomo has denied kno- 
wledge of the arms or a coup plot 
and has counter-claimed the wea- 
pons, sufficient to equip a 
5,000-man brigade, were planted 
to discredit himself and his party. 

In an 'interview Tuesday night 
Mr. Nkomo accused Mr. Mugabe 
of i manoeuvring to force him to 
quit the leadership of ZAPU, thns 
weakening the party. 


In the 100-member executive 
national assembly Mr. Mugabe 
holds 57 seats, Mr. Nkomo 20 
and, former Prune Minister Abel 
Muzorewa three white the last 
white leader, Ian Smith, has all 20 
white reserved seats. 

Mr. Nkomo met with Mr. Mug- 
; abe’s Zimbabwe African National 
: Union Patriotic Front (ZAjtfU- 
PF) ministers hours after Interior 
Minister Richard Hove ann- 
ounced that II companies owning 
farms, hotels and other businesses 
had been outlawed by presidential 
decree for alleged links to the boa- 
rding of arms. Mr. Nkomo headed 
the boards of five of the com- 
panies while ZAPU cabinet min- 
isters and other party officials sat 
on the boards of the others. 

Police and soldiers were since 
tasked with investigating the act- 
ivities of at least 44 other com- 
panies owned by Mr. Nkomo and 
other ZAPU officials, security 
sources who would not be named 
in compliance with government 
regulations told the Associated 
Press Wednesday. 

Mr. Nkomo was backed mainly 
by Moscow and Mr. Mugabe chi- 
efly by China. 


Mozambican rebels claim 
holding key railway depot 


LISBON (AP.) — Rebel gue- 
rrillas fighting Mozambique's 
m artist government Wednesday 
claimed they held a key railway 
. depot linking Zimbabwe to the 
port of Maputo in a direct cha- 
llenge to last week’s military agr- 
eement signed by the former Por- 
tuguese colony and Tanzania. 

Evo Fernandes, Lisbon spo- 
kesman for the Mozambican Nat- 
ional Resistance (RNM), told the 
Associated Press rebel forces ove- 
rpowered a combined Moz- 
ambican and Tanzanian force gua- 
rding the depot at Mabalane last 
Sunday and withdrew a day later 

The town is located some 250 
kilometres north of Maputo, the 


capital, in Gaza Province on the 
Limpopo River.

. Fernandes stated after pointing to 
the importance of Mozambican 
lirwc to lan d l ocke d Zimbabwe. 

The rebels have effectively shut 
down the run since ah attack on 
the town of Comombane, 70 kil- 
ometres northwest of Mabalane 
Dec. 17, he said.
